The demand by France that British de-Ameri- 
canize itself as the price for entry into the Eu­ 
ropean Economic Community is forcing some 
chances in the thinking of other European na­ 
tions. 
The new look at the economic and political 
goals of European nations and trade organiza­ 
tions could have a profound effect on the future 
of Western Europe — and the world. 
When the European Economic Community , 
commonly referred to as the Common Market, 
was formed in 1958, it consisted of Belgium, 
France, Italy , Luxembourg, the Netherlands 
and West Germany . 
It was assumed Britain and other European 
nations would be permitted to join and political 
strength would grow along with economic prog­ 
ress and stability . 
Britain’s request to join was vetoed by 
France in 1963 and again last y ear on the basis 
that U.S. influence was strong in Britain and 
could affect the Common Market. 


ANOTHER TRADE GROUP, the European 
Free Trade Association (EFT.A) came into 
being early in 1960 and includes Austria, Den­ 
mark. 
Finland, 
Norway , Portugal, Sweden, 
Switzerland and Britain. 
Its purpose was to reduce tariffs and custom 
duties on industrial products to promote a free 
flow of products between member countries. 
It was expected that Britain’s eventual entry 
into the Common Market would pave the way 
for other EFT.A countries to become members. 
Thus, a strong European trade organization 
would result ai^ assist each nation maintain a 
stable economic position. 


France’s stubbornness has been the fly in the 
ointment. But there are indications other Com­ 
mon Market members are fed up with the ob­ 
stinate stance of the French and are try ing to 
get around it. 
In the wake of last winter’s veto of the Bri­ 
tish application, West Germany proposed an in­ 
terim arrangement that includi^ some tariff 
cutting while negotiations for membershhip con­ 
tinued. 
The proposal got the cold shoulder from 
French President Charles de Gaulle. 
In anther move to counteract French resist­ 
ance, Belgium is planning to suggest a revitali­ 
zation of the Western European Union at a 
Rome meeting set for Oct. 21. The union is 
composed of Britain and the Common Market 
nations. 
Nothing may come of the proposal, but it is 
good evidence of the rebellion against France 
inside the Common Market. 
Britain, never a country to pass up an oppor­ 
tunity to help itself as much as possible, is 
leaning toward a trade group that would go be­ 
y ond FIFTA and include the United States, Can­ 
ada, Japan and Australia. 
The idea is not likely to catch on with those 
who are thinking of a “United States of Eu­ 
rope” in the fields of foreign affairs, defense, 
trade, technology and monetary policy . 


MANY POSSIBILITIES are being explored 
and some ty pe of plan eventually will evolve — 
with or without the cooperation of France. 
When it does, the strongly integrated political 
and defense policies will allow the United States 
to play down its role in Western Europe while 
still enjoy ing trade benefits.

NEW YORK - The other day . Sen. Hugh 
Scott’s Republican Truth Squad dispatched one 
of its subalternis to purchase a tuxedo for use 
as an anti-Humphrey publicity prop. Later, 
someone jestingly asked the 
aide if it had a union label. 
The truth squader almost tore 
the dinner jacket apart in 
search of the clothing workers 
union insignia. It was there. 
“We don’t want the unions 
mad at us,” he sighed, quite 
relieved. 
Until recently , thus high-vol­ 
tage moment in tihe life of a 
Republican staffer reflected 
Victor Riesel 
Richard Nixon’s strategy on the labor front. 
Don’t anger them unduly . But don’t go seeking 
their votes either—as unionists. 
But in the past few day s, Dick Nixon has 
been rethinking his labor policy . There are, af­ 
ter all, some 20 million union members — and 
their families, too. True, they haven’t shown 
much enthusiasm for Hubert Humphrey But 
that’s changing. 
Walter Reuther has gone out to the ball game 
with the Democratic nominee. AFLCIO Presi­ 
dent George Meany has been crisscrossing the 
country , ey e-balling with the massive federa­ 
tion’s power structure — and getting them to 
roll out the vote-getting machinery . Left-wing 
labor leaders who went for broke with Gene 
McCarthy have begun moving towards the Vice 
President under the soft-sel! prodding of Am­ 
bassador Arthur Goldberg. So are traditionally 
Republican unions, such as the Glass Bottle 
Blowers, whose president, I„ee Minton, headed 
Gov. Rockefeller’s National I.abor Committee. 


THE TE.A.MSTERS’ Democratic-Republican- 
Independent Voters Education (DRIVE) cam­ 
paign has shifted into high gear. At the wheel is 
not only the self-effacing newcomer, Carlos 
Moore, but Mrs. James Hoffa, head of DRIVE’S 
Ladies’ Auxiliary , w'ho has run the 19 million- 
member registration campaign — and actually 
has enrolled one-third more of the union mem­ 
bership than would have been eligible to vote 
for president next month. 
Money — big money , not just penny ante con­ 
tributions — began flowing into the Humphrey 
treasury last Monday . Mr. Humphrey ’s radio 
and TV broadcasts are about to compete with 
Dick Nixon’s fantastically effective spots. 
In these final weeks, even all this might not 
have convinced the Republican front runner to 
look long and hard again at “the labor vote.” 
What did it was the reports of previou^y undis­ 
covered private polls — not on Hubert Hum­ 
phrey , but on George Wallace. 
Never before disclosed is the Brotherhood of 
Teamsters’ own sampling of their members. In 
the “Northeast”, going as far as Dcs Moines, 


the Wallace strength averages the usual 15 to 
20 per cent. But iin the South — the whole broad 
expanse —• the polls revealed a spectacular 89 
per cent for the man from Montgomery . 


IF THIS REFLECTS what lies below the Ma­ 
son and Dixon Line from the Potomac to the 
Gulf, and even on to the Rio Grande, Mr. Nixon 
has been taking his victory for granted far too 
soon, and far too complacently . 
There’s no doubt about the accuracy of the 
Teamsters polls. What they reflect, or portend, 
are cry stal ball conjectures. But certainly it all 
.spell trouble for the Republicans, unless they 
cut into the rank and file vote. 
Thus, some of Mr. Nixon’s colleagues went 
directly to Gov. Rockefeller for help. They 
urged him to contact the powerful second and 
third string labor leaders, with whom he has 
such influence. Someone said, “We wanted 
Rocky to bell those cats,”

OTHERS DISCUSSED THE launching of a la­ 
bor committee. But this didn’t seem likely , un­ 
less George Meany would lend-lease some union 
officials to Mr Nixon, who just isn’t likely to go 
knocking on any union doors hat (including un­ 
ion label) in hand. 
Mr, Nixon is quite happy with Arthur Gold­ 
berg’s kind words about him. So if no one can 
bell the cats, why get them .spitting and claw­ 
ing’ 
However, it is not pos.sible to ignore the 
toughest organized bloc of America’s humanity . 
No candidate can avoid labor issues, leaving a 
vacuum in his philosophy the size of a conti­ 
nent. 
F^urthermore, the labor leaders are reported 
convinced that the odds are heavy for Hubert 
Humphrey carry ing New York state. If their 
count is accurate, then any thing can happen. 
So. Dick Nixon has decided to keep hitting 
the industrial areas, to reach out for the pro- 
Wallace and pro-Humphrey working people with 
attacks on inflation, corrosion of wages and 
welfare units, and to keep asking: Actually 
what did the past two Democratic presidents do 
for them’ 
I.abor leaders say it wwi’t help him — and 
weirdly enough, in their own sanctums, predict 
a Humphrey victory . 
It may be euphoria — or something Dick Nix­ 
on and his strategists have overlooked in their 
master strategy ^. 


Ma o Sla | IS Red Scientists

WASHINGTON — (Contacts in Hong Kong re­ 
port the top man in Red China’s nuclear misale 
program has been arrested for treaswi. 
Two of his closest colleagues have also been 
jailed for spy ing for the Soviet Union. 
The vice president and the secretary - general 
of the prestigious Chinese Academy of Sciences 
have been charged with the same offenses. 
Thi.s political ripping apart of Red' China’s 
brilliant nuclear-missile team would explain the 
recent slowdown in Mao Tse-tung’s nuclear wea­ 
pon development. 


.MOREOVER, it would indicate such serious 
disruption of Red China’s top echelon of nuclear- 
missile scientists that it may be very difficult 
for Mao to regain his momentum in the nu­ 
clear field for some time to come. 
These were no ordinary « iientists. 
Ch’ien San-ch’iang, director of the Instdule 
of Atomic Finergy ' of the Chinese Academy of 
Sciences, is considered the most eminent nu­ 
clear phy sicist in Red China. He was a collab­ 
orator of Frederic Joliot-Curie. In 1946, his nu­ 
clear work was awaraded the phpsics prize of 
the French Scientific Institute. He i.s credited 
with discovering the third and fourth phases of 
puclear fission. 
Wang Kan-ch’ang. deputy director of the In­ 
stitute of Atomic Fjiergy , received his Ph D. 
in phy sics from the University of Berlin in 
W.Z. He was, from 1956 to 1961, deputy direc­ 
tor of the Joint (Sino-Soviet) Institute of Nu­ 
clear Research in Dubna, the Soviet U n i o n. 
He is a specialist in the formation of heavy 
mesons and hy perons in cosmic ray s. 


Hua Lo-keng, director of the Institute of Math­ 
ematics of the Chinese Academy of Sciences, 
received his D.Sc. at Cambridge University . In 
1957, Hua was first - class winner in the Chi­ 
nese Academy of Sci« ices awards for outstand­ 
ing contributions in science, 


FOR SOME TIME, China’s nudear and mis­ 
sile scientists were protected from the *ost 
vicious of ttie personal attacks that acconif^an- 


ied Mao’s cultural revolution in most areas of 
CTiinese life. They were a privileged and shel­ 
tered group. 
But things have c h a n g e d. Revolutionary 
groups have been formed at most of the te.st 
sites There are reports that revolutionary work­ 
ers at the Tachaitan rocket plant have “expos­ 
ed” a group of "capitalist readers,” Top rank­ 
ing scientists have been forced to appear in 
public with revisionist placards around 
t h e i r 
necks.

problem is, apparently , that many of 
the scientific group, especially tho.se in missiles 
and roc-kets, have favored co-operation with the 
Soviet Ifnion in order to take advantage of 
Russian knowliow This apparently led to their 
downfall.

Effectiv e Po licy 


Every now and then fragmentary pieces of in- . 
formation, as revealed either in speeches or in 
announcements after a diplomatic conference, 
tend to indicate, when put together in perspec- i 
live, that the policy of the United States — in 
standing up for the self-determination of peo­ 
ples — is making substantial progress In the 
world. 
Perhaps little noticed was the declaration by 
Secretary of Defense Clifford — after a confer­ 
ence with Clhancellor Kiesinger in Bonn over 
the weekend — that the United Stales will back 
West Germany in case of Soviet attack. Mr. 
Clifford said that an attack on West Germany is 
an attack wi the United States. This, of course, 
is the basic principle of North Atlantic Treaty , 
where it is spelled out explicitly . 


THERE IS AN EQUIVALENT provision in 
the Southeast Asia Treaty , which differs only in 
that the United States may exercise discretion 
as to whether it will furnish military aid to a 
country which requests such assistance — as, of 
course, happened in the case of South Vietnam. 
Secretary of State Rusk, moreover, in the last 
few day s explained in detail the economic prog­ 
ress that has been made by the countries in 
Southeast Asia. He pointed out that the free na­ 
tions in the region have made remarkable im­ 
provements in the life of their peoples. He add­ 
ed: 
“In many parts of the area there has been 
dramatic prioress in education, medical care 
and other social services. Politically also there 
have been important gains, both in stabihty and 
in the growth of democratic sy stems. 
“Nearly all the non-Communist nations of 
South and East Asia and the Western Pacific 
have freely elected governments. And most of 
the few which do not are moving toward demo­ 
cratic sy stems.” 
The United States, to be sure, has made im­ 
portant contributions as, for instance, in helping 
to create the Asian Development Bank. Not the 
least of the influences which have generated a 
new initiative in Southeast Asia is the resolute­ 
ness of the United States in helping to repel or 
deter aggression. 
The Vietnam War, incidentally , has furnished 
an opportunity to aid the South Vietnamese gov­ 
ernment to institute important reforms along 
with a program to root out corruption 
While India, Pakistan, Cey lon, 
Indonesia, 
South Korea, Australia, New Zealand and The 
Philippines have been stimulated by what 
America has done, it is not realized what the 
impact has been on Communist peoples. The 
substantial progress made by the Nationalist 
Chinese Republic on F’ormosa is a story that 
undoubtedly has begun to percolate through to 
the Red Clmiese. 
F'rom time to time there are evidenc'es that 
Ihe people of the Soviet Union, too, are hearing 
about the better standard of living and freedom 
of expression which the peoples of other coun­ 
tries are enjoy ing. A United Press International 
dispatch from Moscow last Saturday said: 
“Free public argument surged in the streets 
around a Moscow courthouse this week with a 
vigor rarely seen since the Bolshevik Revolu­ 
tion 51 y ears ago. 
“Inside the y ellow three-story building, five 
political dissidents, including Pavel litvinov, 
grarxisQn of the late Bolshevik foreign minister, 
Maxim Litvinov, were convicted Friday on 
charges of ‘disturbing the peace’ by try ing to 
stage a protest in Red Square against the Sovi­ 
et invasion of Czechoslovakia. 
“Outside, in the windswept space along the 
courthouse, groups of Muscovites discussed the 
invasion and such questions as the freedom of 
speech and expression. 
“ ‘What do y ou know about the freedom of 
speech,’ shouted a y oung man whose friends 
were on trial during the past three day s. 
“ ‘I am a worker,’ a burly middle-aged man 
shouted back ‘I fought for y our freedom wth 
my bare hands during the war. I know all.’ . . . 


“ ABOUT 50 PERSONS s u r r ou n di n g the 
speakers — including a half dozen plainclothes- 
men — were silent. So were several glum-faced 
uniformed police standing nearby ” 
This is not the kind of news report one would 
have read a few y ears ago, as all such com­ 
ments would have promptly landed the speak­ 
ers in jail and the news would have been sup­ 
pressed. 
Times have changed, not only in Czhechoslo- 
vakia but inside Ru.ssia, and the probable cause 
of it all is the envious desire of the enslaved 
peoples to obtain the freedoms and material 
benefits which are available in the free world,

The new look at the economic and political 
goals of European nations and trade organiza­ 
tions could have a profound effect on the future 
of Western Europe — and the world. 


When the European Economic Community, 
commonly referred to as the Common Market, 
was formed in 1958. it consisted of Belgium. 
France, Italy, Luxembourg, the Netherlands 
and West Germany. 
It was assumed Britain and other European 
nations would be perm itted to join and political 
strength would grow along with economic prog­ 
ress and stability. 
B ritain's request to 
join 
was vetoed by 
France in 1963 and again last year on the basis 
th at U.S. influence was strong in Britain and 
could affect the Common M arket. 


ANOTHER TRADE GROUP, the European 
Free Trade Association 
(EFTA) came into 
being early in 1960 and includes Austria, Den­ 
m ark. 
Finland. 
Norway, 
Portugal, 
Sweden, 
Switzerland and Britain. 
Its purpose was to reduce tariffs and custom 
duties on industrial products to promote a free 
flow of products between m em ber countries. 


It was expected that B ritain’s eventual entry 
into the Common M arket would pave the way 
for other EFTA countries to become members. 
Thus, a strong European trade organization 
would result and assist each nation maintain a 
stable economic position. 


Ever since John H. Glenn rode his Mercury 
capsule into orbit Feb. 20, 1962, Americans have 
wanted to share the extraordinary experiences 
of astronauts to the fullest. 
Until now the sharing has been limited to 
voice contact during flights, filmed reports and 
press interviews with the astronauts. 
That is no longer true. 
Thanks to a small television cam era, Ameri­ 
cans now are able to visit the Apollo astro­ 
nauts, learn about their orbiting home and 
watch the trio clown it up.

Britain, never a country to pass up an oppor­ 
tunity to help itself as much as possible, is 
leaning toward a trade group that would go be­ 
yond EFTA and include the United States, Can­ 
ada, Japan and Australia. 
The idea is not likely to catch on with those 
who are thinking of a “ United States of Eu­ 
rope” in the fields of foreign affairs, defense, 
trade, technology and monetary policy. 


MANY POSSIBILITIES are being explored 
and some type of plan eventually will evolve — 
with or without the cooperation of France. 
When it does, the strongly integrated political 
and defense policies will allow the United States 
to play down its role in Western Europe while 
still enjoying trade benefits.

This political ripping apart of R ed*China’s 
brilliant nuclear-missile learn would explain the 
recent slowdown in Mao Tse-tung’s nuclear wea­ 
pon development. 


MOREOVER, it would indicate such serious 
disruption of Red China’s top echelon of nuclear- 
missile scientists that it may be very difficult 
for Mao to regain his momentum in the nu­ 
clear field for some time to come. 
These were no ordinary scientists. 
Ch’ien San-ch’iang, director of the Institute 
of Atomic Energy of the Chinese Academy of 
Sciences, is considered the most eminent nu­ 
clear physicist in Red China He was a collab­ 
orator of Frederic Joliot-Curie. In 1946, his nu­ 
clear work was awaraded the phpsies prize of 
the French Scientific Institute. He is credited 
with discovering the third and fourth phases of 
nuclear fission. 


Wang Kan-ch’ang. deputy director of tile In­ 
stitute of Atomic Energy, received his Ph D. 
in physics from the University of Berlin in 
1943. He was. from 1956 to 1961. deputy direc­ 
tor of the Joint (Si no-So vie!) Institute of Nu­ 
clear Research in Dubna, the Soviet U n i o n . 
He is a specialist in the formation of heavy 
mesons and hyperoas in cosmic rays. 


Hua Lo-keng, director of the Institute of Math­ 
ematics of the Chinese Academy of Sciences, 
received his D.Sc. at Cambridge University. In 
1957, Hua was first - class winner in the Chi­ 
nese Academy of Sciences awards for outstand­ 
ing eontribuiions in science.

Effective Policy 


Every now and then fragm entary pieces of in- . 
formation, as revealed either in speeches or in 
announcements after a diplomatic conference, 
tend to indicate, when put together in perspec­ 
tive, that the policy of the United States — in 
standing up for the self-determination of peo­ 
ples — is making substantial progress in the 
world. 
Perhaps little noticed was the declaration by 
Secretary of Defense Clifford — after a confer­ 
ence with Chancellor Kiesinger in Bonn over 
the weekend — that the United States will back 
West Germany in case of Soviet attack. Mr. 
Clifford said that an attack on West Germany is 
an attack on the United States. This. of course, 
is the basic principle of North Atlantic Treaty, 
where it is spelled out explicitly. 


THERE IS AN EQUIVALENT provision in 
the Southeast Asia Treaty, which differs only in 
that the United States m ay exercise discretion 
as to whether it will furnish military aid to a 
country which requests such assistance — as, of 
course, happened in the case of South Vietnam. 
Secretary of State Rusk, moreover, in the last 
few days explained in detail the economic prog­ 
ress that has been m ade by the countries in 
Southeast Asia. He pointed out that the free na­ 
tions in the region have made rem arkable im ­ 
provements hi the life of their peoples. He add­ 
ed: 
“ In many parts of the area there has been 
dram atic progress in education, medical care 
and other social services. Politically also there 
have been im portant gains, both in stability and 
in the growth of dem ocratic systems. 
“Nearly all the non-Communist nations of 
South and E ast Asia and the Western Pacific 
have freely elected governments. And most of 
the few which do not are moving toward demo­ 
cratic system s.” 
The United States to be sure, has made im­ 
portant contributions as, for instance, in helping 
to create the Asian Development Bank. Not the 
least of the influences which have generated a 
new initiative in Southeast Asia is the resolute­ 
ness of the United States in helping to repel or 
deter aggression. 
The Vietnam War, incidentally, has furnished 
an opportunity to aid the South Vietnamese gov­ 
ernment to institute im portant reforms along 
with a program to root out corruption 
While 
India, 
Pakistan, 
Ceylon, 
Indonesia. 
South Korea, Australia, New Zealand and The 
Philippines 
have 
been 
stimulated 
by 
what 
America has done, it is not realized what the 
impact has been on Communist peoples. The 
substantial progress m ade by the Nationalist 
Chinese Republic on Form osa is a story that 
undoubtedly has begun to percolate through to 
the Red Chinese. 
From time to tim e there are evidences that 
the people of the Soviet Union, too, are hearing 
about the better standard of living and freedom 
of expression which the peoples of other coun­ 
tries are enjoying. A United Press International 
dispatch from Moscow last Saturday said: 
“Free public argum ent surged in the streets 
around a Moscow courthouse this week with a 
vigor rarely seen since the Bolshevik Revolu­ 
tion 51 years ago. 
“ Inside the yellow three-story building, five 
political dissidents, including Pavel Iitvinov, 
grandson of the late Bolshevik foreign minister, 
Maxim Litvinov, 
were convicted Friday on 
charges of ‘disturbing the peace’ by trying to 
stage a protest in Red Square against the Sovi­ 
et invasion of Czechoslovakia. 
“Outside, in the windswept space along the 
courthouse, groups of Muscovites discussed the 
invasion and such questions as the freedom of 
speech and expression. 
“ ‘What do you know about the freedom of 
speech,’ shouted a young man whose friends 
were on trial during the past three days. 
“ ‘I am a w orker,’ a burly middle-aged man 
shouted back ‘I fought for your freedom writh 
my bare hands during the war. I know all.’ .. . 


“ ABOUT 50 PERSONS s u r r o u n d i n g the 
speakers — including a half dozen plainclothes­ 
men — were silent. So were several glum-faced 
uniformed police standing nearby ” 
This is not the kind of news report one would 
have read a few years ago, as all such com­ 
ments would have promptly landed the speak­ 
ers in jail and the news would have been sup­ 
pressed. 
Times have changed, not only in Czhechoslo- 
vakia but inside Russia, and the probable cause 
of it all is the envious desire of the enslaved 
peoples to obtain the freedoms and material 
benefits which are available in the free world.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A 
U.S. Supreme Court decision 
Tuesday ordering that the name 
of George C Wallace be placed 
on the Ohio ballot received con­ 
trasting reactions here. 
Sage Lyons, head of the Ohio 
Wallace campaign, said he. was 
delighted and added: “We will 
charge forward . . . to carry 
the state of Ohio.” 
Frank King, state Senate min­ 
ority leader and president of the 
Ohio AFL-CIO. said he “couldn’t 
care less.” 
Secretary of State Ted W 
Brown said Wallace’s name be­ 
ing on the ballot “will make it 
much easier for people working 
in the election.” 
King said he felt the Wallace 
campaign “is a waste of time 
for him and anybody connected 
with it.” 


He said he doubted that Wal­ 
lace’s name being on the ballot 
would have much affect (Mi the 
vote of the two major parties 
Nov. 5. “I imagine most people 
already have their minds made 
up,” he said. 
Brown said the Supreme Court 
decision does not apply to other 
political groups seeking ballot 
recognition is Ohio. 
The voter support Wallace’s 
American Independent Party re­ 
ceives will determine whether 
the party becomes a recognized 
political organization in Ohio, he 
said. 
This requires 15 per cent 
voter support in the general 
election. Brown had predicted 
earlier that Wallace would re­ 
ceive 25 per cent of the Ohio 
vote, which he estimates will be 
4.25 million.

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Senator Up For Re-Election 
Morse Issue In Oregon 


PORTLAND. Ore., (AP) — 
Wayne Morse is up for re-elec­ 
tion to the U.S Senate and he is 
the issue, as he has always 
been. 
This stormy senate figure has 
been told every six years for a 
quarter of a century that in Ore­ 
gon he is the people’s choice. 
It could be different this time. 
Morse is opposed by Republi­ 
can Robert Packwood, a Port­ 
land lawyer three-term mem­ 
ber of the Oregon legislature 
and an amazingly able organiz­ 
er of political campaigns. 
At 36 Packwood is only a little 
more than half Morse’s age. 
He 
was 
Portland’s 
Junior 
First Citizen in 1967 , organized 
an annual Republican confer­ 
ence of young liberals that the 
old pros found it necessary to 
join, and recruited and trained 
legislative 
candidates 
whose 
victories switched the state leg­ 
islature from Democratic to Re­ 
publican. 
He is articulate, personable 
and generally moderate in his 
views. 


In outlining the campaign is­ 
sues he has alienated almost no 
one: riots must not be tolerated 
but conditions that cause them 
must be treated; the United 
States must end the Vietnam 
war with honor, demanding land 
reform and an end to govern­ 
mental corruption as a condition 
of continued military presence 
there. 
“ I tell myself the young fellow 
can’t beat the old pro,” says an 
Eastern Oregon newspaperman. 
And one from Southern Oregon 
agrees, adding that “ they all 
dislike him but they are not in- 
man but-’, and then they add 
they’ll vote for him because he 
helped them on some local mat­ 
ter or they want at least one 
maverick in the Senate or for 
some other reason.” 
A poll taken for Morse in late 
August showed him ahead 4 9 to 
40 per cent with U per cent 
undecided. A poll taken for the 
newspaper, The Oregonian, had 
almost identical figures for all 
voters but when pared to those 


most likely to vote it showed 
him ahead only 45 to 4 4 per cent 
with 11 per cent undecided. 
The big undecided vote in 
both polls was puzzling. Nearly 
every voter knows Morse and 
seenriingly has strong feelings 
about him. People like him or 
different to him. 
Packwood says it may be be­ 
cause many who don’t want to 
vote for Morse aren’t certain 
they want to switch to a man 
they don’t know. 
But his big chance comes Oct. 
25 and some think that is the 
date the election will be decid­ 
ed, 
Morse and Packwood will face 
each other that day before the 
Portland City Club and nearly 
all of the state’s television sta­ 
tions. 
“ It is such a tossup the debate 
may settle the election.” says 
one observer. 
It will give PackwcKKi great 
exposure to voters who now 
scarcely know him. 
A man close to Morse agreed 


but said the courtly language 
of which Morse is capable would 
dispel the idea held by many 
that Morse is blindly vitriolic 
against every foe. He p id it 
also would put down the idea of 
Morse being an old man. He will 
be 68 on Oct. 20 but is vigorous 
and looks it. 
All of this, he said, would 
swing the undecided votes—and 
victory—to Morse.

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Senator Up For Re-Election 
Morse Issue In Oregon 


PORTLAND. Ore., (AP) - 
Wayne Morse is up for re-elec­ 
tion to the U.S Senate and he is 
the issue, as he has always 
been. 
This stormy senate figure has 
been told every six years for a 
quarter of a century that in Ore­ 
gon he is the people’s choice. 
It could be different this time. 
Morse is opposed by Republi­ 
can Robert Packwood, a Port­ 
land lawyer three-term mem­ 
ber of the Oregon legislature 
and an amazingly able organiz­ 
er of political campaigns. 
At 36 Packwood is only a little 
more than half Morse’s age. 
He 
was 
Portland’s Junior 
First Citizen in 1967, organized 
an annual Republican confer­ 
ence of young liberals that the 
old pros found it necessary to 
join, and recruited and trained 
legislative 
candidates 
whose 
victories switched the state leg­ 
islature from Democratic to Re­ 
publican. 
He is articulate, personable 
and generally moderate in his 
views. 


In outlining the campaign is­ 
sues he has alienated almost no 
one: riots must not be tolerated 
but conditions that cause them 
must be treated; the United 
States must end the Vietnam 
war with honor, demanding land 
reform and an end to govern­ 
mental corruption as a condition 
of continued military presence 
there. 
“ I tell myself the young fellow 
can’t beat the old pro,” says an 
Eastern Oregon newspaperman. 
And one from Southern Oregon 
agrees, adding that “ they all 
dislike him but they are not in- 
man but--’, and then they add 
they’ll vote for him because he 
helped them on some local mat­ 
ter or they want at least one 
maverick in the Senate or for 
some other reason.” 
A poll taken for Morse in late 
August showed him ahead 49 to 
40 per cent with ll per cent 
undecided. A poll taken for the 
newspaper, The Oregonian, had 
almost identical figures for all 
voters but when pared to those 


most likely to vote it showed 
him ahead only 45 to 44 per cent 
with ll per cent undecided. 
The big undecided vote in 
both polls was puzzling. Nearly 
every voter knows Morse and 
seemingly has strong feelings 
about him. People like him or 
different to him. 
Packwood says it may be be­ 
cause many who don’t want to 
vote for Morse aren't certain 
they want to switch to a man 
they don’t know. 
But his big chance comes Oct. 
25 and some think that is the 
date the election will be decid­ 
ed. 
Morse and Packwood will face 
each other that day before the 
Portland City Club and nearly 
all of the state’s television sta­ 
tions. 
“ It is such a tossup the debate 
may settle the election,” says 
one observer. 
It will give Packwood great 
exposure to voters who now 
scarcely know him. 
A man close Lo Morse agreed 


but said the courtly language 
of which Morse is capable would 
dispel the idea held by many 
that Morse is blindly vitriolic 
against every foe. He said it 
also would put down the idea of 
Morse being an old man. He will 
be 68 on Oct. 20 but is vigorous 
and looks it. 
All of this, he said, would 
swing the undecided votes—and 
victory—to Morse.

A brief communique Tuesday 
said the Czechoslovaks and the 
Soviets “exchanged views on. . .

troops” in Czechoslovakia. 
Details were not revealed, but
